To Fence ia Italy 


A FAMOUS PHILOSOPHER 


Roger Bacon Predicted Steamshipa 
ana Aercplanes 


The seventh centenary of the bi-th! 


of Roger Bacon Was celebrated re 
cently at Oxford University, where 
the famous phiosopher studied some 
years. 

Bacon appears to have predicted 
many things which have been real- 
ized, such as the steamship, the auto- 
mobile and the flyin;; machine. 

One of the earliest of Bacon's mincr 
works, the treatise “on the marvc! 
lous power o: art and nature,’ was 
first printed {» Paris in 1542. His 
early reputation for magical pow rs 
end mechauical inventions partly 
arose out of a passage in that trest- 
ise, stating thai it was possible to 
make “instruments of navigation 
without men tu row in them;” “char- 
jots’ moving with unspeakable force, 
without any living creature in them; 
and even an iustrument ‘to fly 
withal if one sit in the midst of the 
instrument, and do turn an engine, 
by which the wings, being artificially 
composed, may beat the air after the 
manner of a flying bird.” “Also per 
spects may be so formed that things 
far off shall seem most nigh unto 
us.” He further states that “from 
saltpetre and other ingredients, wo 
are able to make a fire that shal 
burn at any distance we please.” 

The sciences traversed by Roger 
Bacon in the course of his published 
works include Theology, Speculative 
Philosophy, Mathomatics, Geography, 
Astronomy, Physics, Optics, Chemis- 
try, Experimental Science and Moral 
Philosophy. He was interested ia 

jevery one of these sciences taken 
separately, but he also realized the 
close coanection of all the sciences 
to one another. He tells us, in his 
Opus Tertium that all the sciences 
are connected, and foster one another 
with mutual aid.” 

Roger Bacon was profoundly con- 
vinced of the influence of the stars 
on the life of man. He even held, 
with Albumazar, that the origins of 
all religions, aud of their several 
sects, depende! upon the conjunctions 
of the plane:s. and it has been sur- 
mise@ tuat this was one of the ‘no 
velties” of opinion for which he was 
condemned py the authorities of the 
Franciscan Order.

“The ordinary village barber in 
Egypt,” says the report, “bears a cer 
tain resembiance in so far as his 
profession goe: to the barber-surg-on 
of ancient time in England. He is 
authorized by law after having passed 
an examinativn, to perform the oper. 
ation of vaccination, application of 
leeches, cupp. og and simple dressings, 
and is torbidde; by the same law to 
order or prescirbe medicine. 

“Every barber must attend a 
course of lectures of three weeks’ 
duration at the Mudiria government 
hospital and pass an examination for 


certificate In each village one of 
these barbers ‘s appointed by the 
public Laalth department as its -e 


presentative. 

“Barbers s0 appointed are called 
sanitary barbers, and among their 
special] duties are the following: Vac 
vination. examination of deaths, is 
sue of pernits of bural, render ie 
ports of deaths involving suspicion of 
infectious disease. 

“If the sacitary barber is unable 
to read or write, the work of regis 
tration is dune by the village iax cok 
lector.”

Over this screen there passes a syn- 
chronously running roller consisting 
of a number of pieces, which are 
alternating conductors end insulators. 

The roller {s driven by a motor of 
3,000 revolutions a minute, and the 
resulting variations of light ure 
transmitied alone an ordinary con- 
ducting wire. The receiver is mado 
up of a series of cells operated by 
the passage of polarized light through 
thin salts of steel and at this recetv- 
er the object, which is before the 
transmitter in reproduced as a flicker- 
ing image. y 

The process is described as a “kine- 

matographic application of commsn 
electrical princit:es.” The system 
has been tested -nrough a resistance 
equivalent to a distance of four miles, 
but, in the opinion of Dr Low, there 
is no reason why it should not be 
equally effective ovor far greater dis- 
tances. 
“The tones of the human voice, of 
which there are |.undreds of gradua- 
tions,” says Dr Low, “can be repro- 
duced by wireless telephony. The 
| gradations of iigst are far simper 
than thuse of sound. and it should be 
possible to devise a wireless means

On the Sfteenth of each month the 
C.P.R. will pay in wages cver the 
whole system $6,000,000. This is .he 
monthly record in round numbers, 126,- 
000 cheques being drawn every month 
I. seems Only iLe day before yesier 
day when 59,000 cheques were deem- 
ed to represent a tremendous month- 
ly wage list. The number of employees 
grows al] the time, in spite of careful 
eppointment and economic working. 
These monthly cheques find their way 
into the most distant, the oddest 
places. They are hurried, in enclosures 
tu the dstant parts of British Colum- 
bia. They find treir way to the con- 
structior camps, remcved from civill- 
zation. They reach the employees at 
the way-side station, showing a single 
tuft of grass amid the general aridity. 
And, howeve, sonely or small or dis- 
couraging the locality or district, there 
will be someone there to cash the 
cheque for the empioyee. There may 
be a bank in # tent, which s very 
frequently the fact. If there is ao 
bank there is a company’s agent of 
some kind tc whom the cheques will 
be addressed anc who wil] distribute 
them to the men in the district. To 
make out the pay lists and issue the 
cheques to correspond to the book- 
keeping and gs the work so advanced 
as to have all things ready at tne 
right date, on the stroke of the clocx, 
requires a large staff at headquarters.
